They  were  both  selected  in  a  student  group  from  the  Community  College,  Red 
Rocks,  for  a  ten  week  Mexican  excursion  trip  in  April  and  June,  1972.

November  3,  1975:  Tex  Sullivan  was  at  this  office,  bonding  out  his 
brother,  Marvin.  He  advises  that  a  bartender  at  the  Spaghetti 
Ranee,  known  only  to  him  as  Ruby*  also  recognized  Shelley  RobeYtson 
and  states  that  Shelley  had  been  to  the  Spaghetti  Ranch.  Tex 
advised  that  Ruby  usually  wears  coveralls. 

While  talking  to  Detective  Roger  Burchette  in  reference  to  the 
Harvey  Polygraph,  Burchette  noted  that  the  last  victim  of  Jack 
the  Ripper  was  named  Mary  Kelley.  It  should  be  noted  that  on 
September  28th  a  Katherine  Mary  Kelley  was  reported  missing  from 
Telluride,  Colorado.  It  is  possible  that  the  murderer  of  these 
victims  may  be  identifying  with  Jack  the  Ripper. 

ACTION  NEEDED:  Ascertain  who  the  original  Jack  the  Ripper  victims 
were . 

ACTION  NEEDED:  Contact  Ruby  at  the  Spaghetti  Ranch  and  attempt 
to  interview  her. 

November  8,  1975:  While  reviewing  previous  reports  and  autopsy 
Denning  came  to  the  following  conclusions: 

The  assailant  of  Shelley  Robertson  was  left  handed. 

1.  Most  of  the  injuries  to  Shelley  Robertson  were  to  the  front 
part  of  her  head  and  body.  She  was  struck  in  the  chest, 
forehead,  cranium  and  the  rear  of  her  bead,  th$re  . was.  blood  . 
found  on  the  right  side  of  her  head ^ TTfi s H sugge sts  tfet  the ' 
assailant  was  left  handed.  Possibly  the  injury  to  the  rear 

of  her  head  occurred  when  she  fell. 

2.  Rock  samples  were  taken  from  the  victims  right  side  of 
of  her  chest.  Possibly  she  was  struck  in  that  area  with  a 
rock  again  indicating  that  the  assailant  was  left  handed. 

The  only  other  explanation  would  be  that  her  body  was 
weighted,  in  water,  and  no  large  rocks  were  found  in  the 
area.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  Melony  Cooley  suffered 
head  injuries  from  a  large  ;rock. 

3.  Regarding  the  question  of  the  right  earring  missing, 
if  it  was  removed  while  she  facing  her  assailant?  this 
again  would  indicate  a  left  handed  suspect. 

(Note:  Theodore  Bundy  is  left  handed)  It  is  possible  that 

the  earring  was  removed  after  she  was  prone.  She  was  found 
lying  on  her  left  side.
